Palmer Will Enforce 
Law to Limit of 
Court Decision.

Washington, D. C., June 30.—[Spe- 
cial.jJ—Attorney General A. Mitchell 
Palmer, who is a Quaker and a “ dry”

Case to Be Argued Today. 

The case in which a ruling {s sought 
will be argued in the federal District 
court in Baltimore tomorrow, the gov- 
ernment contending that beer of one- 
half of 1 per cent alcoholic content is 
intoxicating. If the court“decides beer 
less than 2% per cent of alcohol Js in- 
toxicating the depaftment of justice 
containing one-half of 1 pér cent and 
will proceed to enforce the law as so 
interpreted to the, letter. 

‘If thé court holds such beer suiieg 
toxicating the &ttorney general will 
not interfere with its salé during the 
two months or more 6f the prospective 
life of the wartime prohibition act. 


Will Give No Immunity. 

The attorney general indicated this 
policy in a statement he issued to- 
night. Assistant Attorney General 
Frierson, who is in charge of the en- 
forcement machinery, stated that ar- 
rests for selling beer of less than 2% 
per cent alcoholic content would not 
be made pending the court ruling. 

Mr. Palmer made it clear, however, 
that any persons who may be arrested 
for selling beer, which contains less 
than 2% per cent alcohol, will not be 
permitted to set up a plea of immunity 


intoxicating. 
Orders Rigid 
The attorney generai asserted that 
there would be rigid enforcement of 
the ban on whisky and other distilled 
spirits, wine, and beer containing more 
that 2% per cent alcohol, of the intox- 


controversy. 

He instructed the district attorneys 
to issue warrants for the arrest of of- 
fenders concerning whose violation of 
the law evidence is furnished by the 
department's bureau of investigation, 
internal revenue agents, local officers, 
or private citizens and United States 
marshals and their deputies are in- 
structed to serve such warrants. 

The attention of Mr. Frierson was 
called to the intention of saloonkeepers 
generally in some cities, notably New 
York, to continue selling liquor. He 
replied that with the aid of the police 
force of New York or any other city, 
in which wholesale violations may.oc- 
cur, the department of justice could 
round up the offenders,

“The state search and séizure act, 
effective July 1, has nothing to do 
with territory in the state now wet— 
Chicago for instance—until Jan. 16, 
1920, when the federal amendment on 
prohibition becomes effective. Until 
the national amendment goes into ef- 
fect it can be made applicable only 
to territory already dry by local option, 

“Therefore, the question as to wheth- 
er light wines and beer—up to 2% 
per cent alcohol—can be sold in Chi- 
cago after July 1, and until Jan. 16, 
1920, depends entjrely upon the fed- 
eral rulings in the matter. 

“If light wines and beer can be sold 
now under federal ruling, the search 
and seizure act cannot stop such sale. 
I am sure that is the correct interpre- 
tation, though I speak without @ copy 
of the bill in front of me.”

| STATEMENT BY PALMER | 


* The statement issued by Attorney 
General Palmer said: 

“After today it will be unlawful 
to sell for beverage purposes any dis- 
‘ied spirt and any beer, wine, or 
other intoxicating malt or vinous 
iiquor except for export. This prohi- 
hition wil} continue under the terms 
of the law ‘ until the conclusion of the 
present war and thereafter until the 
termination of demobilization.’ As 
long as the law thus remains in force, 
it must be obeyed, and |] intend that 
the departmen: of justice shall do its 
utmost to perform the duty which the 
congress has placed upon it. 

_“ This law has been held to be con- | 
stitutional and valid by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals sitting in New York. 
It plainly makes unlaw/su) the sale of 
whisky, brandy, and other distilled 
spirits and wine. The only controversy 
that has arisen is as to whether the 
sale of beer containing so little alcohol 
as not to be in fact intoxicating is pro- 
hibited.

New York Police Busy.

LONDON, June 30.—Encouraged by 
the success of the American prohibi- 
tion movement, the United Kingdom 
alliance is opening a nation-wide cam- 
paign to make Great Britain dry. 
The alliance plans to follow closely 
the Arherican workers, importing 
American speakers and adopting Amer- 
ican methods. A number of British 
temperance workers have been sent to 
the United States to study conditions 
and the operation of the American 
leaders. And, had it not been for the 
refusal of the British government to 
acknowledge passports, several Amer- 
ican agitators would be stirring the 
“drys” of Britain into action now. 


Bar American Workers. 


Fearing that any unnecessary agi- 
‘tation at the present critical indust- 
trial state would precipitate disorder 
and eomplicate a delicate situation, the 
foreign office has refused to allow the 
Rev. D. M. Candia of California. and 
Miss Anna Gordon, both prominent in 
American prohibitionist’ circles, to 
enter the country. 

In the meantime the alliance Is car- 
rying on the campaign with such 
speakers as it can muster, hoping to 
pave the way for the gigantic drive 
that will soon be launched. Canon 
Masterman, chairman of the United 
Kingdom alliance, whe has been in 
America studying the situation, is en 
route home with full plans for the cam- 
paign. Other workers now in America 
will report later. 

Expect American Help. 

News of the world-wide campaign 
against strong drink that the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union of the 
United States plans to start is causing 
enthusiasm in England. Both finan- 
cial and moral support from the Amer- 
ican prohibitionists is expected. 

At present British labor is against 
prohibition. Elimination of strong 
drinks, like gin and whisky, would not 
meet with strong protests, but elim- 
ination of porter, ale, and beer would 
almost precipitate a revolution.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 

ATTORNEY GENERAL PALMER an 
nounced that there would be rigid en- 
forcement of the wartime prohibition 
act, beginning tomorrow, particularly | 
with reference to the sale of whisky | 
and other distilled liquors, wine and 
beer containing more than 2% per cent 
of alcohol. Arrests will not be made: 
for the sale of beer containing 2% per 
cent of alcohol or less pending a rujing 
by the courts as to whether beer of 
one-half of 1 per cent or not more than 
2% per cent alcoholic content is intox- 
icating. The internal revenue commis- 
sioner ruled that a physician could pre- 
scribe liquor only for a regular patient, 
and in no case more than one quart. 


THE administration and Carranza 
are now involved in dispute over the 
action of the latter in prohibiting 
Americans from grilling oil wells in 
their own land.

Terrifying Shocks 
Near Florence. 


| FLORENCE, June 20.—[By the As 


Press.J—The victims of the 
‘earthquake so far reported number 
'more than a hundred killed and sev- 
‘eral thousand injured. A million and 


a half people of the provinces of Fior- 
-ence, Arezzo, and Siena, where the 
‘shocks were especially severe, spent 
the night in the open alr. 

The Duchess of Aosta visited part 
of the stricken area to render asaist- 
ance. The prefect, Count Olgiati, ao 
companied by engineers, soldiers, and 
Red Cross workers, proceeded through 
the zone with medical and other sup- 
piles. 


All the hospitals here are filled with 
‘wounded, and the work of rescue is 
going on under difficult conditions. 


Terrifying Shocks Felt. . 

The shocks began about 6 o'clock 
Sunday morning. They were slight at 
first, but continued at intervals until 
they reached their maximum inten- 
sity at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. This 
was in the sixth degree and the terri- 
fying rumbling caused much alarm, 
the vibration breaking telegraph and

Our present method of assessment of 
property needs correcting. 
notes should pay a tax when mortgage 
is filed and be exempt from other taxes. 
In this way a fair tax would be levied 
and there would be no evasions, as the 
penalty would be forfeiture of the loan. 

Railroads should pay their school taxes 
into the state and such tax should become 
a part of the state school fund and be 
distributed to each schoo! district as is 
now done with the state fund. At 
present .those school districts through 
which a railroad passes get their portion 
of the amount assessed against the prop- 
erty of. the railroad within the school 
district and aiso their proportion of the 
state school fund, distributed to all dis- 
tricts alike, while districts through which 
no railroad passes or through which the 
I!}inois,Central runs (which ratlroad pays 
no local tax) get no support for their 
schoo!s from railroad property except 
through the state school fund. 

The improvement of the roads of the 
town and county is now a matter of deep 
interest. A great many roads connecting 
up with the state system will be built 
in the next few years. These roads will 
be only secondary to’ the main system 
and the method of taxation for such 
roads should be so adjusted that the cost 
may be assessed in part at Jeast to those 
who live along the roads so improved. 
In- other words, those who are benefited 
should pay in some such maner as drain- 
age ditches are paid for, except that in 
the case of roads the benefits extend in 
considerable measure to the outside pub- 
lic as well and the cost shev!d perhaps 
be distributed to those along the road, 
the township, the county, and perhaps 
the state, each paying a part. 

Some restrictions now in our present 
constitution on the powers of the general 
assembly besides those mentioned should 
be removed. 

The war has demonstrated that all 
the people are. deeply interested in the 
soil. What is produced therefrom be- 
comes a factor in the cost of living. 
It is therefore important that the state 
shall take more than a passive interest 
in bringing the soll up to the highest 
ncesible fertility, thereby greatly increas- 
ing production. It is a well known fact 
that land ownership by those who till 
it is productive of the best results in 
both citizenship and crop returns. Some 
| means should be provided to coiperate 
with the tenant farmer to make it more 


owner. The cumulative voting system 
in both the primary and the election, 
which is the bane of clean politics, should 
be done away with. 

Chieago is demanding local self-govern- 
ment and if this is to be granted, then 
Chicago's representation in the legislature 
shouldse be restricted, otherwise Chicago 
will soon domirfate the state as well as 
Chicago. 

Our new constitution is the biggest 
work before us today and commands our 
immediate attention. The people can,

Wew York, June 80.—John A. Embry, 
the American consul at Omsk, capital 
dty of the Kolchak government, ar- 
rived im New York today an@ tonight 
told the official story of what had hap- 

in Siberia and eastern Russia 
in the last eight months, during prac- 


in charge of American affairs. 
Mr. Embry said no language could 
the atrocities that have markéd 
polshevik rule in the territeries recap- 
tured by Admiral Kolchak, a reign of 
error that had been marked, he de- 
elared, by murder, violation of women, 
theft, and arson, perpetrated ‘with 
eruelty unparalleled in the history of 
civilization. 
How They Took Charge. 

“We were on our way to the Ufa 
front, the southern sector of the Sibe- 
rian front. My first stop was d@t the 
little county courthouse. There I 
learned that at sunset on the day that 
the Kolchak forces withdrew the bol- 
shevists had entered the city. 

“The first thing the bolshevists did 
was to loot the toWn, and then they 
organized their government. At the 
head they placed the most cruel and 
outspoken of their leaders, They then 

appointed committees, one of them the 
socalled extraordinary on 
investigation. 

Murder by Wholesale. 

The judges, the aldermen, the coun- 
cilmen and other leading citizens— 
that is, those who had not been able 
to escape—-were promptly arrested, 

. and all of those who were known to 
be against bolshevism or were sus- 
pected were taken that night tnto the 
public square and. executed. They 
were denied trial of any sort. 

“TI talked with a woman teacher. 
The bolsheviks ‘lined up all the_boys, 
the little ones as well, and questioned 
them as to their sympathies. All who 
were not killed were put to work of 
the most menial] kind. 

“The school girls were ordered to 
serve in the barracks, the Reds curs- 
ing and beating those not blessed with 
good looks. As for the good looking 
girls, to use the words of their former 
teacher, they ‘suffered insults of the 
most horrible nature.’ 

Many Hostages Held. 

“They also named many hostages 
and after subjecting them to the most 
horrible treatment killed them and 
threw the bodies into the river. 

“Kguan is a city of perhaps 35,000 
people. The bolsheviks murdered at 
oné time more than 1,600 citizens of 
the place. 

“In Bugulma a large number of 
men were thrown into the hold of a 
barge in the river at night. There 
were ninety persons in the hold, among 
thm Mme. Sophia Hedrofskaka, the 
principal of the girls’ high school. 

“The barge was towed a long dis- 
tance down the river and during the 
Voyage nine prisoners were ordered 
to the deck and. none ever returned, 
nor had any of them been heard from 
up to the time I left for America.”

“TI studied the men carefully as they 
went through their workouts and found 
both to be In excellent physical condi- 
tion,” Delaney said. “I found Demp- 
sey to be a little fine, but if his train- 
ers ease him off for the remainder of 
the week he will be on edge for the 
fight. He is a great piece of fighting 
machinery and all he knows its fight. 

“ Dempsey will take a punch to land 
one. He has the face characteristic of 
the game to the core athlete. He has 
that look of determination in his eye 
which bodes ill for an opponent, while 
his muscles are soft and subtle.

condition. I stepped into the ring to 
talk with him after he had boxed eight 
rounds and he breathed like a baby.

June 30.—[Special.]—To- 
ledo takes seriously its championship 
boxing contest July 4. 

Readers can form that opinion from | 
a distance, knowing’ the city gave one 
of its public parks for the arena, where 
ownership of the world’s pugilistic 
crown will be decided despite state laws 
against prize fighting. When you ar- 
rive, however, that impression is 
driven home at every turn you make. 

Taking boxing seriously will prove 
profitable to Toledo. The lowest ‘esti-. 
mate of the amount visitors will leave 
here is $1,000,000. Other estimates run 
as high as $2,500,000. These figures 
are for actual expenses only and do 
not Include arena, seats of which over 
$540,000 worth have been sold to date, 

Training Bouts Tame. 

This championship fight, or boxing 
exhibition if you prefer, is a commer- 
cial proposition pure and simple, from 
the hotel! and tradesman with service 
to sell, to the boxers who charge admis- 
sion to rather tame exhibition bouts, 
bouts so tame you more than suspect 
the principals are taking additional 
work away from the public gaze. 

Toledo is not robbing its guests. 
Prices are high, but not exorbitant. 
The recognized hotels, restaurants, 
and motor liveries have an established 
price. There is a directing head some- 
where in the background who has 
planned in advance and systematized 
everything. 

Run for Your Money. 

The city authorities and the boxing 
promoters apparently are working to- 
gether to give the people a run for 
their money. It is up to Willard and 
Dempsey to add the exhibition which 
will determine whether it was al! 
worth while. 


The personne! of the crowd at the}: 


leading hotels typifies the situation. 
It has a distinctive character. There 
are enough cauliflower ears around so 
none would mistake it for a rogue 
convention. Champions and past 
champions abound. Many of them are 
“newspaper experts,” with secretaries 
in their wake to write their stuff for 
the eager public. 


Visitors and Scribes. 


The remainder are visitors for the 
fight and pugilistic scribes. All hotel 
rooms have the notice posted, “ This 
room reserved for July 2, 3, and 4.” 
That means for the fight crowd reg 
ervations. For late comers, a self- 
appointed citizens’ committee has 
listed rooms to be secured in private 
families, while a big “ flop” in a varynt 
building of six stories on a leading 
street will care for those who wish to 
be near the center of things. 

Probably never before have so many 
different sections of the country been 
represented at a title bout.
